On motion omitted reading the decorum.

RULES OF DECORUM. 
1. This association shali open and close with prayer 
2, The members who are regularly chosen by the churches 
in our union shall compose the Flint River Primitive Baptist As- 
sociation, two-thirds of which shall form a quorum. 

8. Members thus chosen shall produce letters from their 

respective churches certifying their appointment, together with 
siete number in fellowship, those received by experience and bap- 
tism or otherwise—dismissed, excommunicated, restored and dead 
since our last association. 

4, The Association shall have no power to lord it over 
God’s heritage, nor infringe on the internal rights ef any church. 

5. This Association shall have a Moderator and a Clerk, 
who shall be chosen of the members present. 

6. It shall be the duty of the Moderator to preserve order, 
to explain and put questions. He shall have the same right of 
speech as any other member provided the chair be filled, but shall 
not vote unless the body be eaually divided. 

7. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a fair record of 
ine proceedings of the Association and the minutes taken shall 
be read, and amended if necessary, and signed by the Moderator 
and the clerk before the Association rises. The clerk shall keep 
a file of the minutes, be present at each Association, and shall 
take charge of the Association fund, and pay out any sum upon 
the order of the Association, and shall be held accountable for all 
money in his hands by the Association. 

8. Any church applying by letter and delegates for admit- 
tance, which upon examination is found orthodox and orderly, 
shall be received by the Association, and manifested by the Mod- 
erator giving the right hand of fellowship to its delegates. 

9. Each church shail have the right to send two delegates 
to the Association and no more. 

20. Every query shall be from church authority, and fairly 
presented in writing. 

li. Every motion made and seconded shall claim the action 
of the Association unless withdrawn by the person who made 
witn the consent of the Association. 

12. Every, person who speaks in debate shall rise from his 
seat and address the Moderator, and shal! not be interrupted while 
speaking except he depart from the subject. 

8. No person shall speak more than three times on the 
same subject without leave of the Association. 

14. There shall be not talking or whispering in time of a 
public speech nor reflection upon the speaker. 
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15. Whenever a case is decided by vote, there shall be no 
more debating on the subject. 

i6. No person shall absent himself from the Association 
without leave of the Moderator. 

17. This Association is in favor of preaching the gospel, 
the circulation of the scriptures and the advantages of education 
and recommends temperance and morality in general, but to her 
members in particular. Notwithstanding, she is opposed to all 
modern institutions of men, such as Missionary, Bible, Tract and 
Sunday School Union Societies, together with Baptist State Con- 
vention and Theological schools and such like, because their con- 


“nection with the Church of God in unauthorized in the scriptures. 


As we cannot fellowship them or admit to our church privilege 
any such person who is therewith connected in any wise, believ- 
ing such to be speculative in their nature and fruitful sources for 
the corruption of the church. In reference to Free Masonry 
we recommend to our brethren, who are already attached to the 
fraternity, to immediately withdraw therefrom, and when brethren 
leave the church and join said fraternity, they are not such as 
“follow after the things which make for peace, and the things 
wherewith one may edify another.”—Romans XIV 19. And such, 
unless they manifest a suitable repentance and immediately with- 
draw therefrom, and make suitable acknowledgements, be re- 
jected from the fellowship of the church. 

18. We recommend to the churches composing this body 
to receive members who went off with the Missionary Baptists at 
the time of their separation with us, provided they bring satis- 
factory evidence of a legal baptism, with suitable confession of 
the faith, and not otherwise in disorder, and not to receive any 
who have been baptised by them since said separation only by 
experience and baptism. 

19. It is the duty of this Association to provide for the 
general Union of the Churches—to give the best advice in mat- 
ters of difficuity, and if the Union is broken between any of the 
sister churches, to inquire into the cause of the breach, and use 
the best endeavors to remove the difficulty; but if the breach can- 
not be healed, to withdraw from any church or churches that may 
be deemed unsound in faith, or immoral in practice, until they be 
removed. 

20. To invite brethren from sister Associations and min- 
isters of our faith and order io seats with us. 

Zi. To keep a correspcendence with our Associations of the 
same faith and order, so that a chain of connection may be pre- 
served throughout the denomination. 

22. If any member shall break the rules of this decorum, 
he shall be immediately reproved by the Moderator. 


23. The rules shall be read to every Association prior to 


entering on business. 
24. The rules of this decorum may be altered or amended 
at any time by a majority of three-fourths of the Association. 


ARTICLES OF FAITH. 


1. We believe in one true and living God, and that there are 
three persons in the Godhead—Father, Son and Holy Ghost. 

2. We believe the Scriptures of the Old and New Testa- 
ments to be the word of God, and the only rule of faith and 
practice. 

3. We believe in the doctrine of eternal and particular 
election. 

4. We believe in the doctrine of original sin. 

5. We believe in man’s impotency to recover himself from 
the state he is in by nature, by his own free will and ability. 

6. We believe that sinners are justified in the sight of 
God only by the imputed righteousness of Christ. 

7. We believe that God’s elect shall be called, regenerated 
and sanctified by the Holy Ghost. 

8. We believe that the Saints shall be preserved in grace, 
and never finally fail away. 

9. We believe that baptism, the Lord’s Supper and wash- 
ing the Saint’s feet are ordinances of Jesus Christ, and true be- 
levers are the only subjects of these ordinances, and that the only 
true mode of baptism is immersion. 

10. We believe that the punishment of the wicked will be 
everlasting and joys of the righteous will be eternal. 

: 11. We believe that no ministers have the right to the 
administration of the ordinances only such as are regularly called 
and come under the imposition of the hands of the presbytery. 

12. We believ in the resurrection of the dead and a gen- 
eral judgment.
